If any distinct proposition at all oun bt 


deduced from the first paiagraph in Uu 
foregoing, it is that free coinage would op- 
erate as an inducement to silver producer 
outside of tbe United Sutea to send their 
metal here and tbat boing here tbe "pur- 
chMa" of it by somebodj woald increase 
the ralua of gold. If this be trne, would 
not an advance in the price of silver— 
whether brought about by Jree coinage or 
by the passage of the four'and one half 
million ounce bill—equally operate as an 
inducement to foreign silver producers to 
bring their silver here, and so equally, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mills' reasoning, "increase 
the value of gold?" If it would not, (lien 
the bullion purchasing bill will give us DO 
relief, and if it wonld thtn the bullion 
purchasing bill ought to be almost as "ob- 
jectionable" to the gold bugs as free coin- 
age. 


The second proposition of the former 


President ct the Bunk of California is even 
more curious in i;a reasoning, He assumes 
thai free coinage wo old Dot benefit Nevada 
and Colorado, because free caiunga would 
bring ia .foreign silver in "competition" 
with ours and "the competiiiuu of foreign 
silver could not h we any but a detrimental 
effect opou the home product." 
Wowouid 


like to inquire where the "competition" 
would tafce place? If every ounce of for- 
eign silver ptodaced in the world were de- 
posited at our uiiats for free 'Coinage, (and 
that would be ouly about ns mneb Hgain 
as the new law proposes we shall purchase) 
and we did not stop the business by im- 
posing a duty on foreign silver, still the 
road of the American silver producer to the 
Mint* would not be blocked. Eo would, 
under a free coinage law, receive one dol- 
lar and twenty-nine cents per ounce for 
his silver, and the "competition" of the 
foreign Kilter producer would not diminish 
the price of American silver by so much as 
• nickel a ton. 
Wa 8*y "prise" but under 


free coinage there would be no "price" to 
silver, for it wonld be a money inttal once 
more, and be HsMf equally with gold the 
"price" of all things else, 


Is there anything about the bnsituss of 


bvitig a banker that necessarily muddles 
the mentality on economic and financial 
questions of an otherwiie clear-headed and 
intelligent gentleman? 


Gold bugs should nevar attempt to argue 


in defence of their position. They should 
conSce themselves to dsmme ation of those 
who <Ji£f-r from them, nnd to ohargts of 
there beiujj "a corrupt silver lobby," and 
to predictions of the ruin that the free coin- 
age man will bring npantba Und, for when 
theydesoead from their cracked and rickety 
stilts ami attotnpt to enter the arena of de- 
bate, they are sure to be knocked out the 
first round. 


We humbly hope that the officers of tbe 


Nevada corporations controlled by Mr. Mills 
will not receive orders from lam to quietly 
knife la convention and at the poll* the 
friends of free coinage, and give their sup- 
port to the weaknr and more docile soldiers 
of silver, because such orders—or any at- 
tempt to execute them—might mate trouble 
that would not be over until the next Ne- 
vada Legislature adjourns. 


THE 8II/VEK BILL 


Tbe Call further adds: 
Th« agreement of the Conference Com- 


a H tee on tbe Silver bill probably insure* 
be pass'iRe of the measure that body will 
epo't. It dots not provide for free coin- 
,ig- bntit orovida* for a market for all the 
silver produced in this country. 


It reqaires the Mint to buy at the market 


nice in gyld, 4,500,000 ouuees o£ silver 
p«r month, or 54.000,000 onnoaa per year, 
tt is difficult to ttite accurately tbe domes- 
ia product of silver; botb the Mint reports 
tnd other statistical authorities vary widely 
nit it may be said with safety that if tbe 
Dnited Stales produce over that quantity 
>f silver the eiceas U so)nil, and, ia an 
»verag9 of yenrs, uuleas new silver mice* 
,re opened, tbe product will rather fall 
^hort of 54,000,000 ounces than exceed 
hat quantity. Tbns, it may ba stated 
onndly that the new bill providen for the 
utilization of nllxhe silver produced in the 
country for corr.eDpy purposes, and con- 
emplates imports of eilver for use in the 
• rt-from Mexico, Bolivia and Europe. Tbe 
United States will become importers in- 
stead of exporters of silver, and their Bar- 
plus, which has for many years snpplied 
tbe Indian and Chinese demand for silver, 
will cense to figure in the exchanges India 
and Cbina will h'ave to get their silver from 
other sources; aad when they try to buy in 
• he Bilrn prodnuiog countries of Mexico 
>tn i Sooth America, they will be met by a 
oonopBiing demand from thia countiy for 
silver for use in the artB. 
The culcnlntion 


is that thia will enhance tbe gold Talne of 
silver, aud tbe calculation ia sound. The 
bill, if it becomes a ittw, wil! add largely to 
the profits of silver miners on the Oom- 
suocbi in Colorado and elsewhere. 


Citizens of States which do not produce 


silver are expected 'to acquiesce in tliis 
arrangement because the bill contemplate** 
new issues of paper money. For the silver 
bought by the Mint, the Treasury will 
i-suB legil tender notes, aad thU will con- 
st i lute an increased currency to the amount 
of about fifty millions a year. But the new 
legal tend-ra are to be redeemable in gold 
or silver coin, at the option of ths Treas- 
ury, on presentation. Tuna they do not 
purtakeof tbe nuture of irredeemable paper 
money; and in fact, tney will merely offset 
the National BaQk Qaireuey, which is being 
withdrawn through ths cancellation o! the 
bonds on which it is baaed. So long as t 
redemption feature i.i adhered to, the new 
Treasury notes cannot inflate values. 


BANKERS SATISFIED. 


Financiers Believe the Conference Silver 


Bill a Good One. - 


NEW TOBK, July 8.—A cumber of finan- 


ciers have been interviewed concerning the 
Silver Bill. 
President St. John, of. the 


Mercantile B .ck, calls it an excellent bill 
and a happy issue of tbe conflict between 
tbe Senate and the House. It will, he 
believes, stimulate the importation o' 
foTfign' gold and in consequence no depre- 
ciation need be feared in the purchasing 
power of the treasury notes to be issued. 


Frederick D. Tappen, President of tbe 


Gallatin National Bunk, said he thought 
tbe measure was all right. He does not 
think it wonld cause the withdrawal of 
gold from circulation or make gold » 
marketable commodity. If 
the 
peopU 


want silver for shipment they will take 
silver bullion, and if they want gold thej 
will ship $20 gold pieces. 


Vine-President (Jutland, of the Fit*! 


National, Bank, approves of the bill as 
agreed upon by the conference committee. 
It is much belter than free coinage. He 
does not think it will causa the withdrawal 
of gold from circulation aor make gold » 
marketable onmmnriitv.

Tbo-e 
who rant about causes of qaarrel between 
us are no friends to either nation or hu- 
manity.

Quite a Urge number of his get were shown 
us, and each and every one shows the 
strong and marked characteristics of the 
sire, all having fine shouldem, good arms 
and splendidly finished legs. Gas Wilkes, 
his sou, has just been taken East by Dan 
McCarthy, where probably he will be sold 
as a gentlemon'a roadster with a strong 
probability that the last bas been seen of 
him for turf use.

The needles found in 
old tombs, such BS those whose ago is sup- 
posed to be numbered by thousands of years, 
were of bronze and of a very coarse size ; but 
needles of some still more primitive design 
wore undoubtedly used by Uio older nations, 
and they must have been slender ones that 
sewed" tlib deticato muslins of the Chaldean 
and Indian women, and of those of tho Assy- 
riau, Egyptian, and the farther east, al- 
though, in the earliest periods of all peoples, 
doubtless bones and thorns were made to 
serve the purpose.— Harper's Bazar.

1887 the Grand Lodge of Wisconsin again 
elected him Supreme Eepresentativa and 
at the Cincinnati session in 1888, the Su- 
preme Lodge accorded Bro 
Shaw the 


honor of election to the office of Supreme 
Vice Chancellor, thus filurg a record of 
rapid promotion nneqonled in the annals 
oE Pythian history. In business and official 
circles Bro Shaw has reached a high ntd ' 
enviable position. 
Ho 13 « member of the 


well-known Daniel Shaw Lumber Com- 
pany, of Ban Claire, and through his in- 
dustry and practical wisdom aided largely 
in building up Ike extensive trade now 
enjoyed by his firm Centime merit always 
brads recognition, and tne people of Eau 
Claire were quiok to-discover in him a man 
peculiarly fitted to serve them as chief 
executive, and elected him Mayor of the 
oily.
